When Robert Liparoti made the move from 
Premier League club Bulleen to South 
Melbourne, arguably the aristocrats of 
Aussie clubs, he knew things would be 
extremely different.

And if he needed reminding of that, he 
certainly got it when .he lined up for his 
senior debut in front of a 9000-strong 
crowd against Sydney United at Bob Jane 
Stadium.

Last) week, Liparoti was 
involved in the Lakers’ 7-1 trouncing. of 
Green Gully. 


Beginning as a stopper, Liparoti then 
pushed into midfield and managed to get 
one of the seven goals. Fellow senior 
players, Daniel Allsopp and John Paul 
Knezevic, also were among the avalanche 
of goals. 


Liparoti had a magnificent 1995 Victorian 
Premier League season, capped off by a 
breathtaking finals series in which Bulleen 
Lions lost the Grand Final in extra time to 
Altona Magic. 
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That phenomenal performance did not go 
unrewarded and Liparoti received due 
credit by taking out the Under 21 Player of 
the Year Award. 


Still in his mid-teens, Liparoti had been 
taking on men and destroying them, Those 
around him were swift to label him a 
potential A-League star. 


In the last Premier League season, however, 
Liparoti failed to reach the awesome 
heights of 1995. An uncharacteristically 
poor season from Bulleen and the many 
emerging young players who shadowed 
Liparoti cast doubts over whether he would 
play again as well as he did in 1995.

Postecoglou signed Liparoti despite keen 
interest from Marconi Fairfield and talk of 
interest from Collingwood Warriors coach, 
Zoran Matic, who has since signed other 
young Bulleen players.

The Newcastle Breakers have been providing 
much of the Ericsson Cup excitement this 
season. 


The Hunter Valley club made a blistering start to 
this year’s Ericsson Cup, surprisingly belting the 
fancied West Adelaide 6-1. 

The Breakers however, were on the wrong end 
of the same scoreline just one week later when 
they were trounced by the Brisbane Strikers.
